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LIFE'S  MEANING 

HAT  is  life — but  thought  moving  from  impression  to  expression!  It 
is  that  with  all  creatures,  man  or  beast,  to  the  tiniest  and  most  in- 
significant of  beings.  However,  it  is  through  expression  only  that  thought 
manifests  itself.  It  a  trout  sees  you  first,  he  will  dart  to  safety;  if  he 
doesn  t,  he  may  be  caught.  It's  a  poor  fisherman,  indeed,  who  doesn't 
know  that  and  act  accordingly.    The  fish  acts  from  instinct;  man  reasons. 

It  is  man't  ability  to  act  upon  reflection  which  sets  him  above  all 
other  creatures  and  makes  him  their  master.  This  is  true  of  primitive  man, 
hunter  and  fisherman,  and  more  so  of  the  man  of  affairs  of  today.  What 
makes  the  difference? — Civilization.  And  what  is  that?  Experience  trans- 
mitted from  generation  to  generation.  Transmitted  how? — By  the  ability 
of  man  to  communicate  his  experiences  to,  and  interpret  those  of,  others. 

Books  are  the  great  store-house  of  knowledge.  In  them  are  recorded 
man's  achievement  in  all  lines  of  endeavor,  his  thoughts,  feelings,  and 
desires.  The  key  to  this  storehouse  is  his  ability  to  read  and  to  understand. 
However,  there  are  many  shelves  in  this  store-house,  to  reach  which  one 
needs  to  climb  sometimes  steep  and  often  narrow  stairways  and  the  eye 
will  have  to  look  closely  to  find  what  it  seeks.  Ability  to  read  and  to  in- 
terpret, therefore,  must  be  brought  to  a  high  degree  of  perfection.  That's 
why  the  study  of  language,  man's  mode  of  communication,  and  that  of 
literature,  the  treasure  chest  of  his  knowledge,  should  constitute  the  major 
part  of  our  education. 

It  has  taken  ages  to  reach  the  stage  of  civilization  we  enjoy  today.  To 
truly  live,  we  must  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  move  ever  onward  and  up- 
ward, or — at  least  try  to  do  so.  We  must  gather  new  impressions  from  the 
old,  create  new  thougts  and  formulate  their  adequate  expression.

In  the  eleventh  National  All-American  Newspaper  Critical  Service  con- 
ducted by  the  National  Scholastic  press,  the  Empehi  News  was  entered  for  the 
first  time  in  the  section  for  high  schools  with  a  registration  of  sixteen  hundred  or 
more,  and  although  it  was  announced  that  the  judges  seem  to  have  been  more 
critical  this  year,  our  newspaper  was  awarded  all  American  rating,  the  highest 
obtainable. 

Distinguished  rating  in  the  Illinois  State  Press  Association  was  awarded 
the  Empehi  News  at  the  State  Convention  in  November.  Bernice  Glass,  the  edi- 
tor, was  sent  to  the  University  of  Illinois  to  represent  the  staff  at  this  convention. 

Much  of  the  success  attained  by  the  staff  this  year  has  been  due  to  the  direc- 
tion of  Bernice  Glass,  editor-in-chief.  Bernice  has  succeeded  in  maintaining  an 
atmosphere  of  geniality  on  the  staff,  and  it  may  be  said  that  she  seldom  needed 
to  assert  her  authority.  Her  graduation  in  June  will  deprive  the  Empehi  News 
staff  of  an  able  leader  and  an  excellent  journalist. 

The  other  members  of  the  staff  who  are  graduating  in  June  are  Beth  Gris- 
wold,  Warren  West,  Janet  Crosby,  Helen  Arnold,  and  Dale  McDowell.  Beth 
Griswold  was  editor  of  the  editorial  page  entered  in  the  National  Scholastic  Press 
Critical  Service  of  which  the  judge  of  the  Empehi  News  commented,  "A  very 
attractive  editorial  page."

TIT  HE  Glee  Clubs  during  1930-31  have  emphasized  choral  work  in  all  of  its 
varied  and  interesting  phases.  In  the  first  semester  three  clubs,  composed 
of  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Glee  Clubs  and  a  Mixed  Chorus,  were  entered  in  the 
city  high  school  glee  club  contest.  Morgan  Park  was  the  only  high  school  to 
place  all  three  clubs  in  the  finals  at  Orchestra  Hall,  January  19th.  At  the  latter 
event,  first  place  was  awarded  to  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  and  second  place  to  the 
Boys'  Glee  Club  and  the  Mixed  Chorus. 

On  March  19th  the  Glee  Club  contributed  a  radio  program  over  WCFL. 
At  this  time,  a  selected  group  presented  a  twenty-minute  program,  consisting  of 
mixed  choruses,  a  duet,  and  a  short  talk  about  music  as  a  means  of  expression  in 
the  Morgan  Park  High  School. 

As  their  final  choral  performance,  the  clubs  presented  a  dramatization  of 
the  song  cycle  "In  a  Persian  Garden," — the  score  by  Liza  Lehmann  and  the 
words  from  the  "Rubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam."  This  musical  adaptation  of  a 
Persian  theme,  was  the  most  striking  as  well  as  the  most  creative  work  which  the 
clubs  attempted  during  1930-31. 

Only  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  instructor,  Mrs.  Bernice  Bell 
Hartle,  have  the  Glee  Clubs  achieved  their  success  of  the  past  year.
